Republicans

Convention 
Uproar With Complacency. 
Indianapolis. May 13.— 'The Repub­ 
lican leaders view the result of the 
D em ocratic convention yesterday with 
a great deal of satisfaction. 
The en­ 
tire proceeding convinces them that a 
state of disharm ony bordering on au 
actual revolt exists am ong the Demo­ 
crats and that they will not be able to 
g* t together in time to make < danger­ 
ous fight during the ensuing campaign. 
W hile all politicians recognize that 
T aggart won a great victory, yet the 
shrewd Republican leaders are easily 
figuring that the adoption of his plan 
will result in a more serious split in 
his party than was caused by the nom­ 
ination of Bryan in 
1896 and 1900. 
rI here were signs of a getting togeth­ 
er am ong the Democrats until the fight 
cam e up between H earst and Taggart 
1 !;e latter s friends, while not admit 
ting that the instruction of the dele­ 
gates has widened the breach betw een 
the rival ¡actions, a re by no means 
as confident that ‘‘all's well that ends 
well’’ as they appear. 
T he bitterness 
of the fight was so evident that it can­ 
not be m isrepresented, and now that 
the Republican leaders have seen the 
extent of it with their own eyes, they 
are more confident than ever th a t vic­ 
tory will again perch upon their ban­ 
ners. 


The action of ex-State Senator S. B. 
Flem ing w’as one of the keen surprises 
of the Democratic state convention. 
It has been no secret that Flem ing was 
very bitter toward T aggart and Kern 
for the part they took in defeating him 
for chairm an of the state comm ittee 
two years ago tn d it has been suspect­ 
ed th at he would try to get even. 
It 
was not expected, however, th a t he 
would come right out in the state con­ 
vention and try to get “his evens” 
as he did when he Insisted on dividing 
the resolutions so th a t the convention 
could vote separately on P arker and 
Taggart. 
He also showed his feeling 
tow ard K ern by calling the attention 
of Chairm an Smith to the fact that 
Kern was talking longer than th e al­ 
lotted -tme. 
Flem ing voted with the 
H earst delegates from Alien county, 
but it is believed that he did so in 
order that he might get a chance at 
Taggart. 


The reference of Chairm an Alonzo 
G reene Smith of the Democratic state 
convention to the fact that the last 
two Republican governors refused to 
honor requisitions for Taylor and F in­ 
ley has served to briefly center the 
public mind on the two fugitives. Nine 
out of every ten persons had probably 
forgotten the existence of Taylor and 
Finley, and it is certain that only very 
few have continued to regard them as 
a political issue, as neither has been 
in th e public eye much of late. Taylor 
is again practicing law in this city 
and is now a full-fledged citizen of In 
dianapolis. 
Finley divides his tim e 
betw een Indianapolis and Martinsville, 
and a few other places in this vicin- 
ity. 
N either has had his name m en­ 
tioned in public print in Indianapolis 
for a long time, untii S m ith ’s speech 
appeared. 


Shrewd politicians have made up 
their minds that there was a deeper 
motive in the effort of John R. E ast 
of Bloomington, before the Democratic 
state convention than a m ere desire to 
prevent instruction of the delegates 
for Parker.

ter has made no secret of his prefer­ 
ence for Park; r.

hurt him with thu H earst people.

because of the instructions.
